s Is Big 


Business In Canada 


—$100,000,000 Industry 


(By H. L. Jones) 
OTTAWA.—More than 20,000,000 Canadian hens are laying 


to the tune of some 400,000,000 
up to around $100,000,000 annu 
poultry industry. 


The federal Bureau of Statistics | 
has just come out with figures to 
show the hens weren't laying as well 
in June as they were in the previous 
month, but still better than they did 
in June, 1951. Average production 
per hen in June this year was 15.5 
eggs compared with 17.4 eggs in May 
and 15.1 eggs in June last year. 

The bureau didn’t give the reason 
but the drop probably was due to in- 
creasing summer heat, Hens don't 
lay so well when its hot. That prob- 
ably explains too, why hens in the 
more moderate climates of British 
Columbia and the Maritime provinces 
have better production averages 9n/ 
the whole than in more extreme cen- 
tral Canada and the Prairies. 

When temperatures go up and egg 
production goes down it hits the egg 
consumer in the pocket book. For 
instance, egg prices took a sharp drop 
around May, mainly because of a 
market glut, and sold at around 50 
cents a dozen or less for grade A 
large in Eastern Canada, 

With the onset of summer heat 
and consequent declining production, 
prices have climbed irade A large 
in most eastern centres now are re- 
tailing at about 75 cents a dozen, 

Canadian hens on farms and in the 
little backyard hen runs produced an 
estimated 29,300,000 dozen in June 
this year, almost 7,000,000 less than 
the estimated May output of 36,200,- 
000 dozen. The June, 1951, produc- 
tion figure was 26,400,000 dozen, 

This brought total estimated egg 
production in Canada to 214,300,000 
dozen for the first six months of this 
year, more than 36,000,000 dozen 
above the output of 178,000,000 dozen 
in the first half of last year. 

During June producers sold for 
market 23,200,000 dozen, valued at 
$8,700,000, compared with 28,500,000 
dozen valued at $9,400,000 in May. 

Ontario is Canada’s largest egg 
producer, In June Ontario had 7,- 
610,000 hens which laid an’ estimated 
10,564,000 dozen eggs during the

DUTCH HARBOR, Alaska. — Are 
there any romantic dreamers around 
who have always wanted a little salt- 
water island they could call their 
own? 

Ah, then; set your sails, mates, for 
the bouncy Bering sea! And tell 
the helmsman to steer more or less 
toward latitude 53 degrees 59 min- 
utes north, and longitude 168 de- 
grees west. 

We said more or less, because this 
is no ordinary island, While it should 
be at about that location, there's no 
ironclad guarantee that it won’t have 
moved elsewhere by the time you 
arrive, 

You're heading for Bogoslof, as 
mysterious a navigation mark as has 
ever been cursed by seafaring men. 
It's the “little island that wasn’t 
there.” » 

This bogey-island, its black vol- 
canic shores lapped by whitecaps, 
lies in the Bering sea about 35 miles 
northwest of this strategic settle- 
ment on Alaska’s scimitar-like Aleu- 
tian peninsula, 

Although longitudinally west of 
Honolulu, Bogoslof has no waving 
palm trees; nor is there any fresh 
water, so bring your own if you plan 
to stay awhile. 

Neither will you find much sun- 
shine. However, you shouldn’t get 
too cold, because Bogoslof is steam- 
heated! This is a volcanic island— 
very much alive. 

Confederation hadn't been thought 
of when the Bering sea bottom 
hereabouts quaked violently, its 
water. boiled, and the original Bogos- 
lof island appeared. 

That was in May, 1796. This then 
lusty, young island-volcano belched 
fire, rumbled thunderously, and pro- 
ceeded to spout and scatter huge 
rocks and lava all over the adjacent 
Bering sea areas, 

Some 80-odd years later, a smaller 
island reared up, and was first sight- 
ed in 1883. This was originally nam- 
ed Grewinggk or New Bogoslof, but 
is now called Fire island. 

Ever since, a continuous chain of 
antics through the years has added 
to the aura of superstition and mys- 
tery cloaking the island which the 
Aleuts called “The Voice of God”. 

Through volcanic action, the two 
islands have separated and then 


STANDARD BRIDGE 
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joined together again. on numerous 
occasions, New peaks have been 
formed, only to explode into bits or 
vanish beneath the waves, 

An especially active eruption peri- 
od began in May, 1906. Then, on 
Sept. 1, 1907, a new formation called 
McCulloch Peak exploded violently. It 
scattered volcanic dust and sand as 
far as 100 miles to the east. 

The revenue cutter McCulloch vis- 
ited the island on Oct. 15, 1907, and 
found that McCulloch Peak — which 
had previously been about 450 feet 
high—was entirely gone. Bogoslof it- 
self was covered with a heavy mantle 
of volcanic debris, 

By the early 1920s, Fire island was 
estimated to have shrunk to one- 
eighth of its 1906 size. And in 1927, 
a new violently steaming volcanic 
mound had risen on the spot where 
McCulloch Peak exploded and van- 
ished. Z 

At present, the two islands are 
again connected by a rocky bar, 
which is partially visible during un- 
usually low tides. The whole “island 
chain” is not quite two land miles in 
length, 

On many occasions during Bogos- 
lof’s history, various ships have tak- 
en bearings which indicated the is- 
land had apparently moved. In fairly 
recent years, for instance, one coast- 
guard cutter found Bogoslof to be 
6% miles west of its previously 
charted position, Another vessel 
placed the islands five miles south 
of the chart location! 

Such differences can be accounted 
for, the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey says, “by two rea- 
sons other than faulty navigation.”

Bogoslof your “North Seas dream is- 
land,” you won't get lonesome up 
here, In season, you'll find that hun- 
dreds of huge sea lions have ‘turned 
it into a noisy breeding ground. Your 
other friends will be tens of thou- 
sands of sea birds, mostly gulls, 
murres and an occasional cormorant 
or sea parrot. 


For cooking purposes, there's lots 
of driftwood along the shores of a 
mainland pond. Or—if you're in- 
genious enough to harness it, there’s 
volcanic gas bubbling up through the 
water near the southern shore of the 
pond! 

Just when Bogoslof might decide 
to sink completely out of sight for 
80 or 90 years—like Didicas volcano 
recently did in the Philippines—only 
Davey Jones knows! 


B.C. FIR BEAMS REPLACE 
BUILDING’S STEEL GIRDERS

Put To Use As Parking Areas 


LONDON.—bBoendon still bears the scars of war but they have 
been put to a practical use. Bombed-out sites have been turned 
into parking lots. Yellow and black signs in New York point to 
“shelter’’ in possible future air raids; signs hung on London’s 
lamp posts mark past raids—‘bombed site: car park."’ 


When the bombs fell on London 
the rubble was cleared away almost 
immediately, Naturally, no one want- 
ed to start rebuilding right away, so 
the foundations of ruined buildings 
were scooped out, paved and lined 
with concrete and tar, and turned 
into water reservoirs, 

When the city’s water mains were 
destroyed fire brigades dropped hoses 
into the improvised reservoirs to 
fight blazes started by enemy bomb- 
ers.

BALANCED 
FARMING 


- In balanced farming the emphasis 
is on brain-work, according to R. M. 
Putnam, Alberta Dept. of Agricul- 
ture, The farmer, his entire family, 
and an agricultural expert get to- 
gether to draw up.in writing a long- 
range plan that embraces and inte- 
grates every simple operation on the 
farm and brings it into harmony 
with the farmer's family as a unit— 
taking into consideration their indi- 
vidual wants, aptitudes, preferences, 
and personalities. The idea of bal- 
anced farming has only recently tak- 
en root in Alberta, although it has 
been in operation in Missouri for 
some years, 

Under this scheme each member 
of the family actively participates in 
drawing up the plan, which is liter- 
ally tailor-made to. the family’s re- 
quirements. The farm is considered 
the unit and any single operation— 
be it gardening, wheat growing, 
sheep raising, cattle breeding, or 
marketing—is viewed in its proper 
perspective and co-ordinated with the 
whole planned effort. The plan will 
never permit any single project—no 
matter how attractive—to upset the 
balance of a well integrated unit. 
Moreover, should death or sickness 
remove the head of the unit, the plan 
is always there and the remaining 
members of the family have the 
knowledge and ability to carry on 
with it. 

Balanced farming has been very 
successful in Missouri, according to 
Mr. Putnam, Farms almost invar- 
iably start showing handsome profits 
after several years’ operation under 
this scheme.

Parking rates are low—averaging 
15 cents for the first three hours, a 
quarter more for the rest of the day. 
Some of the lots, staffed by wounded 
veterans, are free, though car own- 
ers are expected to drop a tip to pay 
for the attendant’s salary. 

The parking spaces themselves are 
well kept, but there is usually a re- 
minder of the war—a crumbling arch, 
a jagged stone outcropping where 
two walls once joined, a scorched 
smear of black from the wartime fire.

INJURIES TO THE HEAD 


I, Concussion

The sudden application of force to 
the head will produce a shaking up 
or vibration of the brain. This will 
vary in degree depending upon the 
severity of the blow and the nature 
of the object striking the head. 

A small object, such as a hammer, | 
may dispel its force in fracturing the | 
skull and there may be little asso-| 
ciated brain injury. A blow by an 
object such as a sandbag may not 
fracture the skull but may profound- 
ly shake and damage the brain even | 
to the extent of causing death to the | 
victim, 

Injury to the brain with loss or 
disturbance of consciousness is 
known as concussion. The depth and | 
duration of the unconsciousness de- 
pend directly upon the severity of the | 
concussion. 

Il. First Aid Principles 

All victims who have sustained an 
injury to the head should be placed 
under the care of a doctor if they: 

1. Have been or are dazed or 
conscious 

2. Have a scalp laceration or con- 
tusion 

3. Have

(b) Moving the Injured Victim. A 
head injury may be accompanied by 
an injury to the spine.

2. Contusions, These require no 
first aid measures, but as there may 
be an underlying depressed fracture 
of the skull, these victims should be 
referred to a doctor. 

(d) Fractures of the Skull 

These may or may not signify 
serious injury to the brain. They are 
more serious if: 

(1) The fracture enters the nasal 
sinuses or ear cavities. 

(2) The skull is driven in (depress- 
ed fracture). 

1. The fracture enters the nasal 


sinuses or ear cavities, Such frac- 
tures are usually recognized by 
bleeding or the escape of clear, 


watery spinal fluid from the nose or 
ears, in the absence of local injury. 
These victims should always be seen 
by a doctor because of the danger 
of bacteria entering the cranial cay- 
ity and causing infection (i.e. menin- 
gitis). Packs or other material 
should not be placed in the nose or 
ear passages. If conscious, the vic- 
tim should be warned not to blow 
his nose, 

2. The Skull is driven in. These are 
known as depressed fractures and 
always underly a contusion or lacera- 
tion of the scalp. They are treated 
by an opertaion.

(e) Shock 

Head injuries do not cause severe 
shock unless there has been exces- 


sive bleeding from a scalp laceration | 


|or there are other associated injuries. 
These victims, therefore, should be 
kept comfortable but not too warm. 
|They should not be surrounded by 
| hot water bottles or hot blankets un- 
less they complain of being cold. 


| Placing a blanket over them is ad-| 
|visable unless the weather is very | 


{warm, but the purpose is merely to 
maintain normal body temperature. 
(f) Complications of Head Injury 


Many persons who have sustained | 


an injury to the head, réndering them 
| dazed or unconscious, will promptly 
‘recover consciousness and insist upon 
|going on their way. Such persons 
should be under medical supervision 
for a period of 24 hours. Some may 
refuse to accept this supervision, in 
| which case it is imperative that a re- 
; sponsible person supervise and 
serve them for a period of 24 hours. 
Immediately following a head injury, 
there is no way of telling whether 
or not a clot will form between the 
skull and the relatively uninjured 
brain. This intra-cranial bleeding, if 
not treated by an operation will com- 
the brain and eventually kill 
the victim. Symptoms may develop 
within a few hours or over a period 
of days, depending upon the rate and 
amount of bleeding. A clot resulting

While only a_ small 
number of all head injuries develop

It was decided long ago not to try 
to blanket Canada’s northern hori- 
zon with radar stations, but to try 
to throw guards around certain key 
areas and let it go at that because 
of the prohibitive cost of doing more. 
Thus there are bound to be gaps. 

Just what the total cost will be 
has never been made public but will 
undoubtely be up in the hundreds 
of millions of dollars. The cost of 
a single station with all its modern 
equipment has been listed as $3,000,- 
000 to $6,000,000,

It Pays to Pull to the Pioneer 
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Highway Accidents Climb 


Pages of newspapers are peppered more than 
usually this season with stories of pileups of 
cars and trucks on highways. The most spec- 
tacular such multiple accident happened 
south of Toronto a few weeks ago, on the 
Queen Elizabeth Way. In a heavy flow of 
traffic, a foolish motorist stopped suddenly. 
The car following on his bumper, plowed in- 
to him, a! d so on down t'e line. By the time 
police had unscrambled the mess and started 
traffic moving normally again, a total of ap- 
proximately $30,000 damage had been caus- 
ed to scores of vehicles. 

This same mishap on a smaller scale oc- 
curs every day on Alberta highways. All too 
often these collisions result in a fatality or 
Serious injury. 

Such accidents are attributable directly 
to human carelessness, the most fruitful 
cause of all accidents. They could be elim- 
inated were a few simple and fundamental 
common-sense rules to be followed by every 
driver. The first: never stop suddenly on ‘a 
highway, and if possivle never stop at all on 
the pavement, but pull off to the side befor: 
doing so Because of the narrowness of the 
shoulders along our paved roads and their 
lack of gravel it is not always convenient 
to drive off the pavement before halting. 
The prevalence of this type of highway mis- 
hap suggests that the department of high- 
ways could well give more thought to wia-

ening the shoulders and gravelling them. | 

Another wise precaution is for every driv- 
er to assume that the one ahead may stop 
suddenly. ‘Tests have established that a car 
proceeding at 50 miles an hour travels 185 
feet on dry pavement after the brakes have 
been applied before coming to a stop. At 
this high speed, the vehicle goes 5) feet be- 
fore a vigilant driver senses the danger and 
applies the brakes. So in all, it travels 243 
feet from the time the danger is sensed by 
a wide-awake driver until it has-been halted. 
This distance is reduced considerably at 20 
miles per hour but even then it is 52 feet. 
Some books on driving hints suggest that 
there should be at least a car length for 
every ten miles of speed between vehicles. 
While that is a safer procedure than virtu- 
ally touching the bumpers of the car ahead, 
even this distance should be stretched 
somewhat for complete safety. 

Some.hing to remember is that the visib- 
ility range is sharply rednced at night. The 
limit with the best of lights is about 150 feet. 
Since it takes 248 feet tostop a car at 50 
miles an hour after danger has,been realized, 
there always is the possibility that at this 
speed a car cannot be halted at night in time 
to avoid crashing into a slow movingor stat- 
ionary objet ahead, particularly if the lane 
for approaching traffic is filled. Hence,a wise 
motorist drives at a slower speed after dark.
